An Electric Car Killed a Man Last 
Night. 


the Victim Was Mike King Who 
Liv^d Two Miles Out. 


The Car Was Running Twenty Miles 
an Hour. 


The Mptorman Could See But 40 
Feet Ahead. 


Coroner Brown Is Making an In- 
vestigation. 


At 9:45 o'clock last night a westbound 
car on the St. Joeeph & Benton Harbor 
electric road running at a speed of 
twenty miles an hour struck and In- 
stantly killed Michael King who was 
walking to St. .Tot»eph on the track. 
° A cur wa» coming from St. .Joseph on 
the south track and the victim was 
doubtless watching its approach and 
paying no heed to the car coming be- 
hind him. What the man now dead 
was thinking atMHit or how he happened 
to get killed will never be known. Af- 
ter he was struck he never sjwke a 
word or uttered a groan. The conduc- 
tor, the motornum and the passengers 
all concur In giving very unsatisfac- 
tory versions of the accident. They 
know the nuui is dead and that is al)out 
all they do know about it. 


I'Vom the evidence thus far brought 
out it ap|>ears that King was trying to 
get oil tlie track when th«- car stiMu-k 
hint. 


Immediately Impanelled a Jury consist- 
ing of George W. Drldgmath Lewis 
Foeltzer, Ira A. Smith, Sterh Brunsortj 
Peter UuBsel and Patsy Murphy. The 
jury viewed the remains after which 
they were taken to the undertaking 
rooms of J. A. Rowe where they were 
prepared for burial. The Inquest be- 
gan at the city hall at 9 o'clock this 
morning with a few In attendance out- 
side of the jurors and witnesses. Pres- 
ident Bean, Dr. Keith and W. H. Ma- 
son were Interested spectators. 


Lewis Lapker, the motorman, was 
the flrst witness and he testlfled: Have 
been a resident of Benton Harbor for 
six montns and am a motorman on the 
street railway.

My car was going on the rlirht hand 
track to St. Joseph. I saw the man 30 
or 40 feet ahead of the car and I rang 
the be)l and put on the reverse.

A 
man would naturally hear the bml the 
way 1 rang It.

FLOTATION OF SPIDERS. 


An Kugllsh Writer Discnsses tho taliloeS 
•nd Cites Some Instaneea. 


In an interesting eommunioatio« to 
Knowledge on “ Spiders,^* the Bev. 
Samuel Barber disonsses at some length 
the phenomenon of the flotation liQS, 
and its mothod of attachment, wbioh if 
tho foundation of the spider's web. Is 
it not evident, asks the reverend gentla- 
man, that air—and probably at a high 
temperature—must be inclosod within 
the uieshesof tho snbstance forming tbe 
lino when it pnHflcs from the spinnerets 
into the atmosphere? The creature with 
this substance lifts it into the air. 
It 
has tHitiu usunl to explain tho ascent by 
the kite principle—namely, tho ne* 
chnnicnl force of the contiguous atmos­ 
phere—but air movements, especially on 
a small scalo, are so capricious and an- 
controlluble ttiat without a directive 
force the phenomena seem quite inex­ 
plicable. 


In support of this theory of a direct 
propelling.force Mr. Barber gives some 
of ins own obBorvutions. Writing one 
day with two sheets of quiirto before 
him, he saw a smull spider on the pa­ 
per, and in order to test its power of 
passing through the air he lield one of 
the sheets of paper about a fuot from 
that on which tho creature was ruu- 
ning. It asnonded to tlie edge und van­ 
ished. but in a moment it luiided upon 
the other sheet througii luiduir in a hor­ 
izontal direcMcin, and picked up the 
thread as it advuucc'd. In thin ease there 
was no air movement to faiulitatu, nor 
any time to throw a line upwaid, wliieh 
indeed would not have solved the diffi­ 
culty. On another occasiun, ut a dinner 
party in Kent, four candles were ligliled 
on the table, wlien a thread was seen to 
be strung from tho tip of one of tha 
lighted candles and attached to another 
about a yard off, and all the fonr light« 
were connected in tliia way, and that 
by a web drawn quite tight. 


The only explanation which Mr.'Bar­ 
ber can suggest for this remarkable oo- 
ourreuce is that tiie spinuer was sus­ 
pended at first by a vertiual lino from 
above and thus swayed itself to and fro 
from tip to tip of tho candliM. It was 
certain the spider (;ould not have as- 
eended from the table, and it waae<|nal- 
ly certain tliat aerial flotatiou of tbs 
line from a fixed i>oint was impossible, 
as it involved floating in four opi>osite 
directions. Tiie rapidity with wliich the 
initial moveuients in furming a web are 
made cannot be reconciled with any 
theory of a simple atmospheric (’onvee- 
tion, and propoDiion appears tho only 
explanation.

Beyond that diitauoe« 
then, we uuy assumo that a fly eaughl 
in a spider’s web would ba safe from 
detection tiy its anemj if its move« 
ments and struggles to get away did not 
betray it The same observers think 
that spiders have the senses of color and 
of smell, but feeblj developed.—Yoath'i 
Oompaniou.

It is not always an easy matter to dia* 
pose of all the aoraps of pastry left after 
making patties or pies of any kind. 


In-oidon'times there waa a variety of 
nice little cakes mndo of small pieces of 
flue pastry and g.irnished with jelly« 
jams or sweeten ad crcams whipped to a 
stiff froth and flavored. The well known 
“ wells of Oupid, ” as they were known 
in those sentimental days, were aotbing 
moro than tiny flat cakes of pastijw itb 
a raised ring of pastry laid on them, tha 
cavity in tbe center being filled with 
jelly or jam of sonfli bright color. 


These “ wells” are sometimes, made 
of cold boiled plum pudding, garnished 
with a creamy hard brandy sauce, and 
they are then served at the holiday sea­ 
son and known as “ wells of Noel.^’ Al­ 
most any plain cooky dough may be 
rolled out and out up into circles and 
rings of equal size, and have a ring laid 
on every circle and the cakes Imked. 
The cavity in the center m«y be filled 
with bright tod currant jelly. 


Those dainty little cakes called ''m ar­ 
igolds” may be made of pnff paste or 
any pastry or cake barrier that ean be 
rolled out. 
They are especially nice 
made of pnff pastry glaaed with sngar 
and baked a golden hue. 


Gnt out 20 circles of pastry with a 
fluted cutter about two inches in diam­ 
eter. Then stamp ont an equal number 
of rings about three-quarters of an inch 
in diameter. Put those tiny rings in the 
center of the large circles and stick 
pieces of blanched and shredded almcmds 
around tho centerpieccs. Dredge these 
cakes with sngar and bake them in a 
quick oven for about ten minnte% or 
until they are a nice golden brown. 


Arrange little strips of red currant 
jolly lengthwise around the edge be­ 
tween tho strijis of almond. These rep­ 
resent tho petals of the flower. These 
cukes are troublesome to make, but are 
nice for u child’s party or other gala oc­ 
casion. 


“ King Henry’s shoestrings” arestrips 
of pastry arranged in four loops in the 
shape of u St. Andrew’s cross. They 
are decorated with bits of groen. grape 
jelly and red currant jelly to represent 
rubies and emeralds. Where a cooky 
butter is used .pieces of candied cherry 
and green lime or (he prettier candied 
angelica cun bo used. 


Other cukes may be made in tbe form 
of sniull wreuths made of little leaves 
of pttstry when baked. Bits of bright 
jelly set in various hollows of tbe wreath 
represent blossoms. These area delight 
to children.—St. Louis Repnblio. 


Is the Huu lliurBiac VpT 


Thousands of curious and ingenious 
theories have been advanced to aeoounl 
for the efleet that tho sun, although he 
has wiiirled his burning disk across tlie 
heavens fur untold ages, continnea to 
burn without being consumed or his 
bulk being lessened in the least. Soma 
of onr most learned astronomers believe, 
or pretend to believe, that the great orb 
is a ball of gas, but even a great ^lobe 
of gas would be consumed to its n’tmoat 
atom in the course of a few thousand 
years. Others say that fires are kept up 
by the burning of tbe remains of wrecked 
worlds which are constantly falling in­ 
to its mysterious, bnrning depthsi But 
even this m^enis far from probable, and 
those who take an opposite view declare 
that it is a monstrously abaurd eoncln- 
eion. In summing up his opinion on tbe 
last conclusion one of the most eminent 
astronomers of the day baa fignred that 
u mountain range consisting of 170 
cubic miles could fall into the son and 
yet not furnish fuel enough to keep op 
tho present rate of heat for a single sec­ 
ond, and that a mass equal to oor earth 
would only furnish heat for 98 years.

The Ueuel Routine of Social E nter­ 
tainm ents and th e Like Will 
Be Enjoved. 


As the last reminder of autnmer disap* 
pears behind the southern horiason and the 
first reminder of winter appears over the 
northern horizon in shape of a flurry of 
snow or a cold north wiud, business and 
society in St. Joseph changes its complexion 
and the people, who in the whirling, seeth* 
ing conglomeration of circumstances which 
go to make up a summer resort season, for> 
get their social relations with each other, 
now prepare to get acquainted with each 
other again and resuiiie the social ties that 
makes a long dreary winter bearable at 
least, it not enjoyable. 


The most decided change of complexion 
to be observed is in the circles of business. 
For four months in the year the average 
business man iu the city turns the tide of 
his arrangements to please the horde of 
summer resorters who as a general rule, 
spend all the summer and all their money, 
enjoying the beauties of nature which St.

Tho hardware men sell 
pails and sho%’els to dig in the sand instead 
of barb wire fences or cook stoves, and so 
it is that during four months of summer, 
the mralists cut but very small citkes of 
ice with the business men of a resort. But 
when the last resorter has s[ient his last 
dollar and dÍ8Hp|>ears, the tide of business 
affairs turus and the rnralist who ha» 
harvested a good suir.mer’s crop becomes 
the hero of the occa;$ion, whose desires and 
fancies are catered to by the business men. 
The restaurants be^in disning out corn 
beef and cabbage, tho druggist sells family 
medicines, the hardware man sells cook 
stoves and!• the whole business coiiunnnity 
takes a sudden-interest in pumpkins,tKjuash 
and potatoes. Thus the farmer at this 
particular timo of the 
year 
ming.es 
harmoniously with the business man, the 
business man witb the farmer and títere is 
not Ihe slightest indication that any such 
Animal as a summer resurter ever existed. 


St. Joseph’s society changes its com­ 
plexion wtth no less alacrity. The people 
who have been out,of town on visits to city 
cousins, return. The |>eople who have 
been entertaining their city ralatives all 
summer and until late in the fall seethe last 
of them leave with a sigh of relief and with 
the examinttion of a bank account which 
has been rendered very slim by over in­ 
dulgence in summer resort hilarities, they 
Battle down beside the coal stove and hang 
the ‘*at home” sign on the front porch. 
They again grow accustomed to the even­ 
ing pastimes of which they have been 
robbed during the hustle and bustle of the 
aforementioned four months. In the even­ 
ing tbe wife drags her books out of the 
boek-case and goes to her literary society, 
(every society lady in the city belongs to at 
least five), Her liege lord buttons up his 
overcoat and hies.himself to his beloved 
commercial club, which has not known the 
sound of bis voice since spring. There he 
reads the evening pajiers, writes a letter or 
two, gets a shave, plays a game of billiards 
and winds up hi^ evening by taking a baud 
at whist with Auditor General Dix, Prose­

Captain i<evi Mann or any of the fre­ 
quenters of the club who are ready to meet 
any aud all comers. It js thus that social

He 
paid no attention to the bell or any- 
thing. 
He was walking in the .same 


direction that the car was running;.. A 
man would naturally hear tho. bell the 
way 1 rang it. 
The'headlight was 


burning bright and was throwing a 
light HO or (»0 feet ahead of the car. 
When I saw the man he was on the 
track.

condition and without the light. I 
could not have seen him at all. Car 
was running (i points. Do no't know 
whether his back or face was toward 
the car when he was struck. When a 
man is three or four feet in front of the 
ear cannot sue him on account of the 
vestibule from the usual position occu- 
pied by a motorman. Heard no outcry 
from the man struck. The car ran by 
him about a car length and 1 helped 
the conductor carry him to the car. 
The man was laying on the outside of 
the right track with his feet toward 
the track. 1 felt a jar but do not know 
whether the car passed over him or 
not. 
Wo turned the car around and 


brought the man back to Benton Har- 
bor on the same track.

car about 2ri feet from him. A car was 
coming from St. .loo at tho bridge. 
Don't know how far a car will run after 
it is reversed as it depends whether the 
circuit breaker works or not.

St. Joseph's society changes its com- 


plexion wtth no less alacrity. The people 
who have been out_of town on visits to city 
cousius, return. 
The people who have 


been entertaining their city relatives all 
summer and until late in the fall sec the last 
of them leave.with a sigh of relief and with 
the examination of a hank account which 
has been rendered very slim by over in- 
dulgence in summer resort hilarities, they 
settle down beside the coal stove and hung 
the "at home" sign on the front porch.

Summer St. Joseph and winter St. Jos- 


eph arc just as much two distinct commu- 
nities as though they were a thousand 
miles apart.
